The 
General Assembly approved a $100 
bonus for each man who served 
in the Korean theater after June 
27, 195 0, and before July 27, 1953. 
The men must have been residents 
of Illinois for at least 12 months 
immediately preceding their en­ 
try into service. 


It’s expected that 8 0,000 Illi­ 
nois veterans are eligible for the 
bonus. Beneficiaries of veterans 
killed in action will receive $1,- 
OOO. Total cost of the project will 
be about $10,5 00,000, which is be­ 
ing raised by a one-cent ciga­ 
rette tax. 
Illinois Veterans’ Commission of­ 
fices will have application forms 
yn Nov. 2. The first checks prob- 
$bly will be mailed Dec. I.

Boys Launch 
Home-Made 
Rocket Today 


NEOGA, El. UPI — The count­ 
down starts today on a amateur 
rocket project of three 17-year-old 
boys who were inspired by Dr. 
Wernher von Braun and Russia’s 
first Sputnik. 
Rick Jakle, Paul Braden and 
Leo Carruthers turned their at­ 
tention from ham radios to rock­ 
ets after reading of earth satel­ 
lites. They met Von Braun when 
he lectured earlier this year at 
the University of Illinois and have 
exchanged letters with him. Von 
Braun is one of the nation’s lead­ 
ing missile experts. 
The 8 0-inch rocket was their 
most ambitious project. It was the 
result of two years of study and 
nine months of construction in 
home workshops. High school in­ 
structors have supervised much of 
the work. 
Materials for the rocket cost 
$15 0, Jakle said, but much of their 
elaborate equipment was put to­ 
gether from things “ begged or 
borrowed.” 
The fuel is secret. 
The launching area and firing 
range are on the Carruthers farm 
six miles northwest of Neoga 
Prior to the firing, the boys used 
a countdown check list. A switch­ 
board behind a protective bunker 
holds firing mechanisms. 
Originally a white mouse was to 
have been sent aloft in the nose 
cone of the rocket but the boys 
dropped the plan after a complaint 
from the Humane Society of the 
United States. 


Vandals Help

Germans 
Building 
Armaments 


BONN (JP)—Arms-making 
is on the increase in West 
Germany, and A m e r i c a n 
money and technical know­ 
how — almost by accident — 
are giving it a big boost. 
Just how far it will go re­ 
mains to be seen. 
U.S. 
government officials say 
they are watching the develop­ 
ment with interest and some con­ 
cern. 
The Defense Ministry says it has 
no desire to see a major arms in­ 
dustry grow up again in Germany 
but adds it can’t do anything to 
prevent Americans from spending 
their money where and how they 
wish. 
American and German industri­ 
alists agree that arms-making is 
not the major concern of Ameri­ 
can investors here. 
But, a German officials said, 
“ who can say where arms produc­ 
tion begins and ends.” 
The statement came from Ru­ 
dolf Richter, director of the stock 
market division of the influential 
German Bank. 
He and American experts agree 
there are three major factors in 
the flow of U.S. dollars into Ger­ 
man industry: 
1. Americans want to get a firm 
foothold in the European market, 
particularly in Germany, before 
the six - nation common market 
erects a formidable tariff wall 
against American goods. 
2. American investors estimate

Fidel 
Boosts 
Raul 
Critic of U.S. 
Heads Cuba’s 
Armed Forces 


HAVANA (JP) — Strong­ 
man Fidel Castro has elevat­ 
ed his 28 -year-old brother 
Raul to the Cuban cabinet. 
Raul will take over the 
newly created Ministry of 
Armed Forces. 
The younger Castro, a bitter 
critic of the United States, already 
is commander in chief of the 
armed forces. The new post will 
enable him to make many mili­ 
tary decisions on his own. 
There also was speculation that 
Raul’s appointment may be a pre­ 
liminary step leading to Fidel’s 
resignation as prime minister to 
concentrate on his job as presi­ 
dent of the National Institute of 
Agrarian 
Reform. 
There 
have 
been unconfirmed reports that the 
Cuban leader wants to take a 
more active role in the direction 
of the agency charged with a vast 
land distribution program. He has 
called the program the “ corner­ 
stone of the revolution.” 


Cite Possibility 
According to the reports, Min­ 
ister of State Raul Roa would be­ 
come prime minister. 
The 
decree 
appointing 
Raul 
gives him 60 days in which to 
draft an “ organic law” governing 
operations of the new ministry. 
This was interpreted in some 
quarters as meaning the younger 
Castro will have more authority 
in purging the armed forces—par­ 
ticularly the navy. The navy, un­ 
like the other branches, was not 
subjected to a drastic shakeup 
after the revolution. 


Complete Revamping? 
It also could mean a revamp­ 
ing of all military forces. 
Raul’s elevation is expected to 
speed up military action against 
enemies of the revolution. There 
has been a noticeable increase re­ 
cently in antigovernment activities

Europe 
Mourns 
Marshall 


LONDON UP) — “Britain 
owes a monument to George 
C. Marshall,” a London news­ 
paper headline declared to­ 
day. 
The words expressed the 
feelings of millions of Britons 
who joined the rest of the 
free world in mourning the 
death of America’s soldier- 
statesman. 


“ Twice in our lifetime,” said 
the London Daily Mail, “ the new 
world has come to the rescue of 
the old and each time the instru­ 
ment of recovery was George C. 
Marshall.” 
In Paris, French Marshal Al­ 
phonse Juin said of Marshall: 


‘Soldier, Statesman’ 


“ He not only was a great soldier 
but also in the years following 
the Second World War victory a 
shrewd and wise statesman, and 
author of the generous plan which 
was precious help to the nations

Jury Frees Duncan Hansen 
After 21-Day Murder Trial 


CHICAGO UP)—A jury of IO women and 2 men took 
just 8 0 minutes of deliberation before acquitting Duncan 
Hansen, 29, on a charge of murdering his former wife, Susan. 
Screams of happiness from the defendant’s relatives and 
friends filled the courtroom Friday night as the jury fore­ 
man read the verdict to Judge 
Robert E. English. 
“ I plan to return to a normal 
life,” Hansen told the newsmen 
who streamed toward him. “ I want 
to see my children very badly.” 
One Testified 
Hansen has three children, and 
the oldest, Nancy, 6, testified in 
his defense. The other children 
are Charles, 4, and Laura, 2. 
The decision came on the 21st 
day of the trial. 
Hansen, a tall, bespectacled part­ 
time school teacher, was accused 
of slaying Susan, 25 , May 24 in 
her South Side home a month 
after she had divorced him on 
grounds of cruelty. She was found 
dead on the floor of her bedroom 
with a broken neck. 
Hugs Attorney 


As soon aa the verdict was an­ 
nounced, 
Hansen 
turned 
a n d 
hugged 
h i s 
defense 
attorney, 
Charles A. Bellows. Then he em­ 
braced his mother and brothers, 
Julian and Richard, who also aided 
the defense. 
It was Nancy’s testimony that 
provided one of the dramatic high- 
points of the trial. Nancy, not 
knowing her mother had been 
slain and that her father was on 
trial, told a story which generally 
supported her father’s account of 
what happened. 
A jury member later told news­ 
men the acquittal verdict had 


come on the second ballot. The 
first resulted in an 11-1 vote for 
acquittal. 
Mother’s Comment 
The victim’s mother, Mrs. Har­ 
riet ta Long said, “I was ready to 
accept any verdict the jury might 
reach without any feelings of mal­ 
ice.” 


Neither of the prosecution at­ 
torneys, John Stamos nor Joseph 
Weber, had any comment about 
the case. 
Hansen, who steadfastly main­ 
tained he knew nothing of the 
crime, contended a prowler prob­ 
ably killed his former wife. 
A diary kept by Hansen played 
a big part during the trial. One 
passage in it read “ hate consumes 
me at times.” The prosecution in­ 
timated the line referred to Han­ 
sen’s ex-wife. The state also al­ 
leged that Hansen had another 
motive because Susan was plan­ 
ning to marry another man. 


Marshall Praised 
By World Leaders 


General 
Dies at 
78 Years 


Accomplishments 
Covered Military, 
Diplomatic 


W A S H I N G T O N UP) — 
World leaders paid tribute to­ 
day to Gen. George C. Mar­ 
shall, who guided America’s 
armed might in World War 
II and created the postwar 
Marshall Plan to safeguard 
free nations against commu­ 
nism. 
Marshall’s death Friday at Wal­ 
ter Reed Army Hospital brought 
expressions of sorrow and loss 
from all over the country and 
many capitals of 
Europe. 
The 
general had suffered a stroke last 
Jan. 15 at his winter home in 
Pinehurst, N. C., and was brought 
to Walter Reed March ll. 
Perhaps no man of his time had 
been called great by so many of 
his countryman as George Catlett 
Marshall. 
Revered by Presidents 
Three presidents — Roosevelt, 
Truman and Eisenhower — almost 
revered his awesome abilities as 
a soldier, statesman and diplomat. 
He led the gigantic war machine 
of the United States as Army 
chief of staff throughout World 
War II. Then in the evening of his 
life he was recalled to duty as 
secretary of state and again, dur­ 
ing the Korean War, as secretary 
of defense. 
For his formulation of the Mar­ 
shall Plan, which bolstered free 
nations of the West with massive 
economic aid from America, Mar­ 
shall 
was 
awarded 
the 
Nobel 
Peace Prize in 1953. 
‘Profound Grief’ 
President Eisenhower c a I Ie d 
Marshall’s death “ a cause for pro­ 
found grief throughout the United 
States.” He ordered the flag to be 
flown at half staff from all public 
buildings 
and 
military installa­ 
tions until after Marshall’s funer­ 
al Tuesday afternoon. 
Typically, Marshall had decreed 
that his funeral be a simple one. 
It will be held at Ft. Myer Chapel, 
on the edge of the Arlington Na­ 
tional Cemetery in Virginia. Inter­ 
ment in the cemetery, 
resting 
place of soldiers both illustrious 
and humble, will be private. 
Eisenhower’s statement said in 
part: “ For his unswerving devotion 
to the safeguarding of the security 
and freedom of our nation, for his 
wise counsel and action and driv­ 
ing determination in times of grave 
danger, we are lastingly in his 
debt.” 
Boosted Ike 
It was Marshall who recognized

Korean Veterans’ Bonus 
To Come at Christmastime 


SPRINGFIELD, 111. (JP)—Illinois veterans of the 
Korean War who served in the combat areas will receive 
$100 state bonus checks by Christmas, Gov. Stratton 
says. 


Stratton said Friday that qualified holders of the 
Korean Service Medal or their survivors may file appli­ 
cations for the bonus, approved by the 19*5 9 General 
Assembly. The application forms will be available from 
veterans’ offices throughout the state. 
The state has estimated that about 60,000 Korean 
veterans who were residents of Illinois for at least one 
year before entering service are eligible for $100 checks. 
Survivors of the 4,5 00 to 5 ,000 Illinoisans who were 
killed while fighting in Korea are to receive payments 
of $1,000. 
' 
The bonus payments are to be financed by an ex­ 
tra penny a package tax on cigarettes. 


Gov. Stratton, 
Mayor Daley 
In Hassle 


SPRINGFIELD, 111. OB — The 
hassle between Gov. William G. 
Stratton and Mayor Richard J. 
Daley, of Chicago was carried a 
bit further Saturday. Stratton is 
a Republican, Daley a Democrat. 
The flareup began four days 
ago with a comment by Stratton 
that Daley exercises “one man 
control” over Chicago’s muncipal 
court and that such control should 
not be extended to the Superior 
Court in the Nov. 3 judicial elec­ 
tion. 
Daley replied that if Stratton 
“ would use the same degree of 
enthusiasm in completing our ex­ 
pressways and giving some con­ 
sideration to the plight of the wel­ 
fare divisions, he wouldn’t have 
time to interfere in local court is­ 
sues.” 
At a news conference Friday, 
Stratton said that as governor he 
has a right to be interested in 
what happens in Chicago. 
A large part of the state budget, 
he said, goes to meet the needs 
of the Chicago metropolitan area 
in education, mental health and 
highways.

The Dixon Home Telephone Co. building will be a bee­ 
hive of activity tonight when technicians make equipment 
changes to give all of the thousands of phones in the city a 
prefix. 
Ten technicians have been working for three months in 
preparation for the change, 
which will be made at mid­ 
night. All of the phones are 
expected to be changed in a 
30-minute period. 


All of the necessary changes 
will take place within the tele­ 
phone office, but beginning Sun­ 
day morning subscribers in Dix­ 
on will have to dial AT before the 
Dixon numbers. 
AT stands for Atlantic, the Dix­ 
on exchange name.

Confab 
Could End 
Long Strike 


Mitchell Says 
He Feels 
Optimistic 


NEW YORK 
— Steel 
industry leaders kept secret 
today the place of a meeting 
that could decide the outcome 
of the 95 -day steel strike. 
They had been expected to meet 
in the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel at 
IO a m. to consider a union com­ 
promise offer. But at that hour 
none had appeared. 
There was no immediate an­ 
nouncement as to where they would 
gather. 
The scaled down union proposal 
reportedly called for about 21 cents 
an hour in wage-benefit gains over 
a two-year period. 
The leaders, representing 12 ma­ 
jor steel companies, were seen 
leaving the Park Lane Hotel short­ 
ly before IO a.m. They strolled 
along Park 
Avenue as though 
heading for the Waldorf. But they 
switched their plans and never ar­ 
rived there. 
Acceptance of the offer would 
end the strike. The industry had 
the alternative of rejecting it or 
offering a counter-proposal. 
Secretary of Labor Jam es P. 
Mitchell said in Washington he 
was optimistic that a settlement 
could be reached to avoid a Taft- 
Hartley injunction. 


I)«aHdline Nears 
Such a court order, unwanted by 
either the industry or the Steel­ 
workers 
Union, 
likely 
will 
he 
sought by the government next 
week barring a weekend peace 
pact. 
“ The parties are closer together 
than they have been since the 
negotiations 
started,” 
Mitchell 
said Friday night. The steel labor 
dispute has been going on for six 
months. 
There were Indications that the 
government, although still want­ 
ing to avoid a labor pact that 
would force an inflationary boost 
in steel prices, now considers that 
ending the strike is an equal if not 
overriding consideration. 
The industry’s negotiators are 
due to rush back to Washington 
this afternoon to give Union Presi­ 
dent David M. McDonald their an­ 
swer to his latest offer. 
May Counter 
The reply could take the form 
of a counter proposal. 
It was noted that the union’s new 
offer, paring down prior money 
demands about a third, would do 
nothing toward meeting the man­ 
agement demand for more free­ 
dom in changing work practices 
to gain economies. The industry 
probably will want some conces­ 
sion here, even a token one. 
The union proposal of around 
IO cents an hour in each of two 
years was designed to have an 
anti-inflationary appeal by concen­ 
trating the money exclusively in 
insurance, pension and other bene­ 
fits for the first year. The second 
year’s installment would be in a 
wage hike. 
Held Out 
Previously McDonald had been 
holding out for 15 cents per hour 
for each year of a new contract. 
Before the strike, steel workers 
averaged $3.11 an hour. 
Both sides operated under a 48 - 
hour deadline. They are scheduled 
to report back Sunday morning at 
an open hearing before the White 
House inquiry panel headed by 
George W. Taylor. 
Taylor’s three - man group is 
supposed to file a report with 
President 
Eisenhower 
Monday, 
after which the chief executive will 
be free to seek a court injunction 
that would halt the strike for 8 0 
days. 
This 
schedule 
is 
subject 
to 
change, it was indicated, if the 
disputants appear to be getting 
somewhere and need a little more 
leeway. But if a new deadlock 
develops it is clear an injunction 
will be sought before many days.

Before y ou paint the kitchen or 
bath again, stop to consider that 
it will need repainting in a couple 
of y ears, and again a few y ears 
after that. 
If wielding a paint brush has 
become a seasonal bore as well 
as chore why not switch to tile? 


They 're available in a wide va­ 
riety of materials, prices, colors 
and patterns. They 're likely to be 
more ex pensive than a single paint 
job, but the saving will come in 
the long run. But once up, th ey ie 
up to stay . Changing paint colors 
is easy . 


But this is a dubious handicap, 
especially when y ou consider how 
many kitchens are repainted the 
same color—generally pink. 


Tiled walls are ideally suited to 
kitchens and bathroom s-rooms in 
which the humidity is high and 
walls 
are 
freq uently 
washed. 
Smoke and cooking stains won’t 
hurt them and neither will y oung­ 
sters fingerprints and cray ons. 


EQUIPM ENT 


To do the job y ou’ll need the tile 
af y our choice, the proper ad­ 
hesive, 
a putty knife, adhesive 
spreader, level, chalk line, cut­ 
ting tool. 
Adhesives are created specifi­ 
cally for ceramic, plastic or metal 
tile. Be certain to buy the proper 
one. 
Cutting tools vary with the m a­ 
terial. A glass cutter will convert 
ceramic tiles into sm aller ones. 
For irregular cuts (around pipes, 
fix tures), score the tile and break 
away the unovanted portion with 
pliers. For a straight cut, score 
with the glass cutter as y ou would 
a piece of glass. Use a straight 
.odge. Snap off at edge of table, or 
pTat’e the tile over a nail or pencil 


and bear down on both sides until 
the tile snaps. 
Use a copy ing saw for plastic­ 
ize, a hack saw- for metal tile. A 
pair of tin shears will cut irregu­ 
lar shapes in cither. 
Ceramic tile is generally laid 
from the bottom up, so that each 
new row' of tiles will be supported 
by the last one. Plastic and metal 
tiles are often laid from sq uared 
off lines at the left corner, then 
down and right, or from crossed 
horizontal and vertical lines from 
the center out. 
LEVEL IT I P 
Check all lines with a level, not 
by measuring from the floor or 
ceiling. These may not be even. 
If tile comes only part way up the 
wall, don’t just take an arbitrary 
height. Measure up in multiples of 
tiles so many complete tiles from 
the floor. Allow for cap tile. This 
is a row' of tiles of a different 
width and color that will finish 
the job. 
Where 
uneveness 
must 
occur 
because of a floor or wall that’s 
not sq uare, arrange so that the 
gaps and cut tiles will be at the 
floor w-here they will be covered 
by molding and in the corners 
w'here they won’t show. Stagger­ 
ing the tile so that the middle of 
one is above the edge of another 
will keep y ou from going gray 


QUESTION: We bought our pre­ 
sent house five y ears ago. It. is a 
very old house, with a water well 
sy stem 
that operated 
perfectly 
until 
this 
summer. 
Now' 
there 
seems to be a dwindling of w ater 
through the taps. Can y ou tell us 
what might be causing this? 


ANSWER: The most common 
cause of this is a shrinking of the 
insides of the piping sy stem. This 
occurs when there is a buildup of 
mineral deposits inside the pipes, 
allowing less and less water to 
pass through. Sometimes this can 
be corrected easily by adding phos­ 
phate into the water supply . But 
to be sure that this is done with* 
out harm to the drinking w'ater, 
a w ater w'ell contractor should be 
consulted on the proper ty pe of 
phosphate to use. Economical phos­ 
phate feeders are available which 
automatically control most mineral 
deposit problems.

The adhesive is spread on the 
wall with a grooved spreader that 
leaves 
ridges 
in 
the 
m aterial. 
Spread only w'hat y ou can tile in 
a half-hour or so. When y ou stop, 
wipe up ex cess adhesive. If y ou 
don’t, y ou’ll have to sand it off 
when y ou resume work. 
Wipe off adhesive immediately 
if it gets on the face of the tile. 
Don’t slide tiles into place, but 
place them solidly . 
Ceramic tile is generally finish­ 
ed by spreading a special grout­ 
ing compound and wiping it off 
so that it fills the joints. 


If y our garden tools have served 
y ou well over the sum m er, treat 
them well when y ou store them for 
the winter. 
And even if y ours 
wasn’t the greenest lawn or the 
most productive garden, the eq uip­ 
ment y ou used represents an in­ 
vestment that should be protected. 
Don’t put them away with in­ 
tentions of taking care of them 
later. “ Later” generally turns out 
to be nex t spring. 
Plan to spend a little time some 
fall weekend.

go after rust. 
Start with wire 
brush, then steel wool. Light oil 
or commercial rust rem over will 
make the job easier. Sharpen the 
edges of shovel and hop so they 
will be ready to use in the spring. 
Wipe on grease or even petro­ 
leum jelly to protect metal parts 
over the winter. 
Check handles for splinters and 
cracks. Sand smooth, repair or 
replace broken handles. Coat han­ 
dles with linseed oil. 
When y ou’ve finished, hang the 
tools. Don’t throw' them in a cor­ 
ner or even stand them against a 
wall. Hanging straight, they won’t 
wrarp, won’t lose sharp edges. 
SPRINKLING RQI I PM LNT: It 
may seem obvious to remind y ou, 


but drain the hose before storing. 
Wipe it clean. Make certain that 
it hasn t picked up any grease or 
oil from the driveway or garage 
floor. 
Best w’av to reinind y ourself 
to insert new washers in couplings 
nex t spring is to toss out all the 
old ones now. Coil the hose, m ik­ 
ing certain there are no kinks in 
it. Store coil in bushel basket or 
on hose reel. 
The nozzle has probably fallen 
in tile mud a few times, and the 
sprinkler has its share of dirt as 
well. Scrub them with a stiff brush, 
soap and water. Dry thoroughly 
and wipe with oily rag. 
If y ou have any attachm ents for 
spray ing liq uid fertilizer, insecti­ 
cides or weed killer, take them 
apart and scrub. You won’t re­ 
m em ber in the spring what y ou 
used in them last. 
SHEARS: Of course they don’t 
look as nice and bright as they did 
when new'. They 'll look even worse 
in the spring if y ou don’t attend 
to them. It doesn't take much 
work to restore most of that new' 
look. Wipe off dirt, shine with 


steel wool. Use em ery cloth on 
bad rust spots. If nuts and bolts 
are rusted replace them. Sharpen 
edges with file or sharpening stone. 
Coat with oil before storing. 


MOW LR: Whether hand o r po w­ 
er, it should be put away clean. 
Brush and w'ipa awny all g rass 
clippings. Oil or grease 
mo v ing 
parts as req uired. Sharpen or hav e 
it sharpened for y ou. 
Drain gas tank of power mower 
according to m anufacturer’s In- 
st ructions.

A Quick Pro cess

Mother Elizabeth Ann Seton, who took another step to­ 
ward canonization last week, is still a long way from becom­ 
ing one of the many thousand saints on the Roman Catholic 
calendar. 
The announcem ent by Pope J ohn 
XXIII that the A m erican-bom nun 
has “ passed the ‘antepreparatory ’ 
atag e” m eans she is som ew here 
in the m iddle of the canonization 
process, with the hig hest hurdles 
ahead. 
The Catholic Church doesn’t take 
sainthood lig htly . 


M other Seton, who could be­ 
com e the first native Am erican 
saint, died in 1821, but canoniza­ 
tion proceeding * did not g et un­ 
der w ay on the low est official 
level 
(the 
B altim ore 
diocese) 
until 86 y ear* had passed. 
Four y ears later, the docum ents 
painstaking ly collected and ex am ­ 
ined in Baltim ore w ere forwarded 
to Rom e to a “ postulator,” a sort 
of 
clerical 
attorney 
who 
would 
plead her case before the C ong re­ 
g ation of R ites. 
Further ex am ination by a com ­ 
m ission 
in 
R om e, 
delay ed 
by 
World War I, lasted another 29 
y ears. It w as not until 1940 that 
her 
cause 
w as 
form ally 
intro­ 
duced and she w as being consid­ 
ered for beatification. 
Catholic spokesm en in the U nit­ 
ed State* are. not sure ex actly 
how far along the road toward 
beatification —- that last step b e­ 
fore canonization-—M other Seton 
has passed. 
Apparently 
these 
three 
points 
have m et approval: 
She has a 
reputation for sanctity : 
she has 
not been venerated publicly : and 
her WTitings, 
even personal 
let­ 
ters, ex press the saintly ideals. 
She can be pronounced beatified 
— and bear the title “ b lessed ” — 
only after the church has satisfied 
itself that tw o m iracles can be 
attributed to her intercession. 
Church spokesm en say it ia un­ 
likely that 
beatification 
can 
be 
considered and approved until 1960 
of even much later. 
Canonization, the final step to 
sainthood, is achieved only after 
the church prove* to itself that 
her 
intercession 
has 
brought 
about two m ore m iracle* since 
her beatification.
